Mr. Old thanked me very much for all our 
research cfforts and-asked that a copy of the excerpt be 
sent to him. This is being sent today.

on foreign trade published by the Census Burcau and other 
sources. Neu and Simon were told that there was no practical. 
way that they could utilize the Agency's system but that they 
were welcome to duplicate it if possible.
